■OBMI IM THE MEYERS CASE 

Alitor of the Ledger: 

Apparently Inspired by some disap- 
pointed member of the Hoard of Health 
of the City of Maysville, an article ap- 
peared in the Saturday's issue of The 
independent edited by a member of the 
BOaTl! of Health, crltisizing the verdict 
nl Hie jury finding a citizen of the 
Stall Ward not guilty of maintaining a 
tmisance under the law and facts in 
the case. 

The issue presented to the Jury was 
not whether the defendant's hog pen 
as unsightly or whether it was capa- 
ble of giving rise to objectionable odor, 
but whether in point of fact as it exist- 
ed it was a nuisance. Not a single 
neighbor or citizen of the Sixth Ward, 
excluding the members of the Doard or 
Health, by the prosecution was in- 
troduced ; but on the contrary, the de- 
fendant Introduced four witnesses 
some of whom were neighbors, who 
testified that the defendant's hog pen 
as kept by him was not obpectlonnble 
to them nor a nuisance. Heing the sole 
judges of the weight of the evidence 
and the credibility of the witnesses, 
the jury determined from the evidence 
presented under the instructions of the 
court that the guilt of the defendant 
had not been proved beyond a reason- 
able doubt. This decision under their 
oaths to do Justice between the par- 
ties and under the facts in the case 
and the instructions of the court could 
not have been otherwise. 

N'ecertheleBS, the article in question 
undertakes to impugn the motives of 
the jury, and, if inspired by any mem- 
ber of the Board of Health, it shows to 
what extent the Hoard is willing to go 
in enforcing their preconveived notions 
and theories whether right or wrong. 
Covert attacks upon men who are as 
sincere and honest as any member of 
the Board of Health, because In their 
administration of the law the outcome 
is not pleasing to the Board of Health, 
will not advance the cause of which 
the Board are the professed champions. 
Motives of intimidation, however sub- 
tle, are sometimes the best evidence of 
the spirit of persecution ; or at least a 
willingness upon the part of some who 
are clothed with a little brief author- 
ity to use the forms of law as means 
of oppression. In brief, he who In- 
vokes the law, should be the last per- 
son to critlze the law which he In- 
vokes; and should not feel sore If It 
proves a boomerang.
